Thirty  Yoere  of  the  Shoo  Trad*.. 

In  1850  we  *«*  the  old  shoemaker 
pounding  out  hit  $305.43,  without  the 
aid  of  steam  power  or  iogenlons  ma- 
chinea.  Ton  years  later,  in  1860,  his 
work  is  lightooed,  and  though  be  may 
no*  toil  in  a  factory,  machines  hare  so 
simplified  his  work  ihat  with  leu  labor 
he  earns  $251.48.  The  Civil  war 
ed,  he  returns  with  folded  tent  to 
lb*  old  shop  locked,  and  wide  swunr 
fnctnry  doors  inviting  him  to  become 
Ta  powerful  machine.  With 
it  he  toys  a  few  hours  each  day,  and 
in  1S70  earns  $463.50  (currency)  or, 
figured  in  gold,  according  to  the  ceu- 
directions,  $370.80.  "Black 
Fridays"  come  apace  ;  he  makes  more 
shoes  than  are  worn  ont ;  he  does  more 
werk  for  less  money,  and  in  1SS0  earns 
SSS7.21.  In  1884  he  is  looking  about 
him,  talking  abont  I  he  conntrj  being 
too  small  to  keep  him  employed,  pre- 
paring to  pnsh  into  other  markets,  and 
determined  that  in  1890  or  1900  Undo 
Sam's  census  shall  credit  him  with 
more  earnings.  Thns  has  machinery 
lightened  his  toil, improved  his  manner 
oi  living,  and  pven  to  him  in  1830  al- 
most double  the  wages  of  1S50. 

In  addition  to  the  evidence  of  these 
compilations,  there  may  be  mentioned 
so  mo  influences  in  the  trade  which  it  is 
not  the  province  of  the  general  statis* 
to  recogniic.  A  gradual  redac- 
tion in  tho  number  of  working  months 
of  shoe  operatives,  caused  hy  the  case 
with  which  labor-savins  machinery  can 
snpply  the  market,  has  made  tho  shoe- 
maker somewhat  migratory  in  his  pur- 
If  there  is  not  fall  work  at  his 
regular  place  of  employment  he  uses 
his  spare  hours  in  another  factory  or, 
is  olten  the  case  in  shoe-mannfactnr- 
ing  cities,  work  for  half  tin  season  in 
factory  supplying  the  Western  market 
and  in  a  factory  supplying  the  New 
England  market  the  other  half  of  the 
Sometimes,  too,  men  begin 
in  New  York  and  finish  in 
some  Massachusetts  shoe  city.  It  is 
not  uncommon  for  a  man  to  "hold  a 
job"  in  each  of  two  small  factories, 
and  be  returned  as  an  employe  in  two 
factories.  He  would  thus  increase  tho 
number  of  employes  and  decrease  the 
average    n;  s   migrating  is 

done  in  hundreds  of  instances  by  men, 
women  and  children  operative*,  and  is 
peculiarity  whose  effect  it  would  be 
impoasihlo  to  estimate.  No  donht 
there  are  hundreds  of  persons  who  in 
this  way  increase  their  annual  wages 
to  six  hundred  dollars,  seven  hondre  d, 
or  even  more. 

If  this  great  army  of  workers  could 
have  steady  employment  through  all 
tho  months  of  the  year,  instead  of  hav- 
ing little  or  no  work  daring  certain  in- 
evitable "dull  months,"  a  more  remark- 
able comparison  than  this  could  be 
made.  The  wages  of  shoe  operatives, 
although  they  have  always  earned  more 
than  tho  "old-fashioned  shoemaker," 
have  been  practically  decreasing  for  a 
number  of  years,  by  reason  of  the  con- 
stantly increasing  number  of  large  fac- 
flood  the  home  market.  There 
has  been  a  strong  tendency  all  over  the 
country  to  get  as  many  people  under 
one  roof  as  possible.  According  to  the 
census  ef  1870  there  was  an  average 
of  twenty-nine  people  in  every  shoe 
factory,  and  in  1880  fifty-six  people. 
The  result  of  this  amhition  has  been 
that  such  factories  as  employ  a  number 
of  hundred  hands  have  kept  np  a  con- 
stant warfare  for  the  ascendency.  This 
has  made  the  actual  working  time  much 
less,  and  the  average  yearly  wages  have 
therefore  decreased.  It  has  engen- 
dered a  strong  competition  to  sell  goods 
— to  sell  at  a  good  profit  if  possihle, 
hnt  to  sell  anyway. 

When  machinery  was  first  intro- 
duced it  was  possihle  for  a  workman 
to  earn  thirty  or  forty  dollars  each 
week,  and  even  girls  in  the  stitching- 
rooms  conld  earn  fifteen  or  eighteen 
dollars  weekly,  without  working  "early 
and  late"  to  earn  "fancy  wages."  As 
long  as  there  was  a  demand  for  as 
many  shoes  as  conld  be  made,  opera- 
tives practically  named  their  own 
'ages  and  number  of  working  honrs. 
When  a  manufacturer  conld  get  a  good 
profit  himself,  be  did  not  care  to  med- 
dle with  the  wages  question  any  more 
than  to  "hid  higher"  if  workmen 
scarce.  When  he  made  shoes  « 
that  tho  "shoe  began  to  pinch,"  and 
workmen  had  to  be  "cut  down' 
meet  the  market,  there  commenced 
"strikes",  which  bad  never  been  known 
before  except  in  seasons  ol  great  finan- 
cial depression.  As  wages  have  de- 
dined,  operatives  have  worked  harder 
and  longer  to  earn  the  same  ainonnt. 
Most  of  tho  work  is  "piece-work  ;"  sr. 
that  to  amhltiou*  operatives  docrease 
of  pay  means  Increase  of  work.  The 
same  number  of  persons  in  1 876  made 
three  times  at,  many  shoes  as  In  If  15.

Enough  electricity  can  be  produced, 
and  at  a  sufficiently  low  cost,  to  satis 
factorily  perform  the  work  now  accom- 
plished hy  steam,  aud  the  regulation  of 
the  electric  force  is  very  easily  effected.

The  Roof  of  the  World 

The  great  plateau  of  Thibet  or  Bal- 
tisan,  ia  Central  Asia,  is  known  in 
the  language  of  the  natives  as  the  Roof 
of  the  World.

There 
is  reason  to  beleive  that  dlptheria  orig- 
inates spooiaueoasl/  ia  such  persons 
when  the  system  is  dehilitatod  from  ouy 


II.  Uuriog  the  existence  of  diptheria 
avoid  crowded  gatherings  in  badly  ven- 
tilated rooms,  as  in  theatres,  ptihlic 
halls,  and  even  ohnrches.  This  is  of 
especial  importance  during  cold  weath- 
er. 

III.  Secure  thorough  ventilation  anil 
perfect  cleanliness  of  nurseries,  kinder- 
gartens, school  looms  and  other  places 
where  children  are  cared  for.  Pareuts 
should  make  It  their  personal  business 
to  secure  there  iu  tbe  home  and  nursery, 
and  to  see  that  those  in  charge  of 
schools,  etc.,  arc  also  mindful  of  theso 
importaut  matters.  Children  are  more 
subject  to  diptheria  than  adults,  and  the 
disease  is  more  fatal  witb  them  ;  hence 
the  necessity  for  these  precautions  on 
their  behalf. 

IV.  During  the  exi-tence  of  a  case 
of  diptheria  iu  tbe  neighborhood,  do 
not  neg;lect  any  soreoess  of  the  throat, 
however  slight  until  assured  .  of  its 
harmless  nature  hy  the  family  phjsl- 

VI.  Unless  absolutely  necessary  do 
not  come  in  contact  wtth  or  inhale  the 
breath  of  one  sick  wtth  sore  throat. 
Avoid  kissing,  or  eating  and  driuking 
in  common  with  sneh  person. 

V.  Diptheria  has  so  often  appeored 
where  uncleanly  conditions  have  pre- 
vailed, when  It  conld  not  be  traced  to 
continuous  propagation  by  contagion, 
that  its  relation  to  tilth  as  a  cause  may 
be  assumed  for  saultaty  purposes.  It 
is  immaterial  wheather  tbe  filth  exisis 
in  visible  and  disgusting  forms. such  a* 
the  garbage  heap,  the  privy  vault,  or  in 
the  invisible  and  possibly  Inodorous 
gases  Irora  an  illy  constructed  sewer, 
from  decaying  vegetables  lu  the  cel- 
lar, or  iu  the  poisonous  exhala- 
toius  from  the  liumau  breath  and  body 
in  unventilated  rooms.  All  these  un- 
doubted causes  of  ill  health  should  be 

VII.  Because  of  tbe  fact  stated  in  Ni 
3,  au  adult  may  vesture,  when  nece 
sary,  to  come  in  contact  with  a  case  i 
diptheria,  but  no  child  should  ever  be 
so  exposed,   either  directly  or  indirect- 
ly.   Adults    who  are    compelled  to 
visit  such  cases  should  take  iher  pre* 
caution  to  bathe  and  change  clothing 
before  <n>iog  near  u  child.  Children 
!  should  be  prevented  from  entering  the 
1  water  closet  or  privy  into  which  dipth< 
ria  discharges  are  thrown,  even  alter 
disinfection.    In  short,  t'jey  should  be 
removed  at  ouce  aud  definitely  from 
uny  possibility  ol  contagion  during  the 
existence  of  the  disease. 

VIII.  Cats,  dogs,  cows,  swiuo  and 
some  others  of  the  lower  animals  are 
known  to  be  subject  to  biptheria,  aud 
futal  diseases  among  human  beings 
have  been  contracted  from  them.  A- 
void,  therefore,  having  auythiuir  to  do 
with  a  cat,  dog,  cow,  bog  or  other 
auimal  suffering  from  any  throat  di- 
seass  until  it  Is  known  not  to  be  dip- 

IX.  Outbreaks  of  diptheria  have 
been  traced  to  the  carriage  of  the  -con- 
tagion hy  the  wind.  Therefore  it  is  ad- 
visible  to  close  the  windows  nnd  doors, 
and  avoid  as  much  as  possible  the  side 
ol  the  house  toward  a  known  infected 
huuhe  or  locnlity,  especially  during  tbe 
prevalcuce  of  high  winds  from  that  di- 
reotiou. 

X.  Theru  itre  uo  »|Mjcitks  or  autdotcs 
fur  diptheria.  The  retiurt  to  such  can 
tlo  no  possible  good,  aud  may  lea  1  to 
harm.— Illinois  Slnte  Board  of  Il«altli. 


At  the  period  of  which  we  speak,  it 
was.  happily,  impossible  for  n  maiden 
lo  marry  at  a  month's  notice.  Cus- 
tom demnuded  that  idle  should  spin  and 
weave  a  big  chest  of  liueo,  beside  bed 
preaiis  in  marvelous  puttems  ol  blue 
tnd  while.  Tradition  imiMcd  that  she 
mist  fill  a  pillow  case  witb  stockings 
of  her  own  spinning  and  knitting,  while 
propriety  dictated  that  numberless  quilts 
should  be  stitched  iu  elaborate  designs. 
Comforters  were  not  in  vogue  before 
1835,  hence  the  great  uumber  of  quilts 
required.  Those  for  every  day  nse 
were  made  from  the  men's  worn  cloth- 
ing, while  the  best  bed  was  supplied 
wilh  those  qnilted  from  copperplate  or 
moreen.  Iu  ndditiou  to  these  lasks 
much  mnehu  most  he  worked  in  sprigs 
and  eyelels  and  scollops  for  the  ruffs 
and  tuckers  of  the  fair  iutendaut. 

W'Uea  nt  Last  the  wedding  look  place, 
there  was  eating  of  slices  of  enraway 
cake,  and  cubes  of  pound  cake — the 
wedding  cake  of  those  dnys— and  drink- 
ing ol  uogg  aud  negus,  flip  and  sling, 
and  such  other  drinks  as  the  coruer  huf- 
fet  might  pour  forth.  These  potations 
were  equally  essential  nt  funerals, 
where  bearers  and  poll  benrcrs  were 
Invited  hack  to  the  honse  of  mourning 
for  the  express  purpose  of  being  trent- 
ed  to  vnrious  mixed  driuks. 

Duriug  these  years  which  cover  our 
second  war  with  Koglnnd,  and  miuor 
difficulties  with  olher  powers,  it  wn» 
natural  that  the  social  activity  of  the 
people  should  find  vent  in  military 
forma.  Every  town  had  ils  mil  ilia 
compauy,  whose  May  aud  September 
Trainings'  were  momeutous  social  events 
while  the  yearly  muster  of  tbe  compa- 
nies from  several  towns,  called  out  tbe 
entire  population.  The  sham  fight  with 
which Tnnster  day  ended,  was  some- 
thing to  be  talked  of  till  next  muster 
day  came. 

School  customs  may  be  construed  hy 
little  license,  to  fall  within  our  limit. 
The  comiuou  school,  at  the  begioning 
of  the  ccolnry,  was  an  absolute  mon- 
archy. The  matter — school  mistresses 
were  rare — made  n  common  practice 
iuflictiog  such  tortures  as  holding 
dowu  a  uail,  holding  at  arms  length 
■v  brick  from  the  hearth,  or  takiog  and 
retail  ing  n  silting  posture  upou  ooth- 
Thc  books  to  use  were  the  tes- 
tament, used  as  a  text  book  in  reading  ; 
the  spelling  hook,  the  grammar,  which 
retained  the  six  Latin  cases,  and  was 
far  more  complete  than  our  modern 
langunge  books,  sod  the  arithmetic, 
which  study  was  always  spoken  of  ai 
"doing  sums.'*  "The  Rule  of  Three" 
was  the  limit  of  an  ordinary  education, 
For  the  teacher  to  explain,  or  the  pupil 
to  understand  the  principles  of  things 
was  uuusual.  To  memorize  was  the 
ochicvemeut  sought.  The  school  hooks, 
nnd  indeed  all  books  in  ordinary  use, 
were  very  inferior  in  mechanical  exo* 
>n.  The  illustrations  were  so  de- 
of  nature  and  grace  us  to  he  ex- 
tely  ludicrous  io  our  modern  eyes. 
The  books  most  read  were  either 
severely  solcmo,  or  startliogly  scosn- 
tioual.  Seoul's  aod  Coopei's  uovels 
were  much  read  at  a  little  later  dale, 
but  at  this  time  "The  Mysteries  c  f 
L'dolpho,"  "The  Children  of  tbe  Ab- 
bey," aud  tales  of  that  ilk  were  surrep- 
titiously devoured  hy  tho  young  and 
giddy. 

Karly  iu  the  century  the 
church  was  far  loss  a  social  cemer  than 
at  present.  The  minister  wa«  an  ob- 
ject of  awe,  at  which  ouc  can  little 
'onder  who  has  read  the  pul- 
pit I'ulinioatiuus  of  the  period.  Two 
sermous  each  Sunday,  of  an  hour  or 
more  iu  leugth,  ofleu  denunciatory  in 
style,  uud  always  severely  doctrinal  iu 
snhject.  were  surely  owe  inspiring. 
The  pastoral  visits  during  which  the 
members  ol  the  family  were  drawn  up 
in  line  in  the  "best  room,"  aud  ques- 
tioned in  turn  in  regard  to  their  son!' 
welfare,  would  hardly  soften  the  awti 
impressiou. 

Wbru  the  pursou  uppcared  on  tli 
street,  tbe  school  children  drew  up  i 
a  row  on  the  side  ot  the  road,  an 
"made  their  mnnners,"  ihe  girls  coui 
tesyiug  to  the  grootd,  nnd  lbc  boys 
doubling  at  the  hips.  This  bouor, 
however,  was  also  paid  to  the  stage 
coach,  on  its  daily  dash  through  tbe 
village,  to  tbe  schoolmaster,  aod  to  tbe 
squire;  who  was  a  person  of  dignity. 
In  church,  wliere  the  people  were  seat- 
ed hy  rank,  the  squire's  took  preced- 
ence. Wc  douh'lcss  bnve  in  onr  minds 
a  distiuct  picture  of  those  primitive 
meeting  houses  (tbe  word  chnrcb  so- 
vored  of  Episcopacy)  with  their 
"Amen  pews"  that  went  down  witb  a 
bang  at  tho  ond  of  lho  standing  prayer, 
aud  lheir  sounding  board  like  a  hngo 
woodou  umbrella  over  the  pulpit,  which, 
it  was  believed,  would  fall  upon  the 
miulster's  bead,  should  lie  tell 
The  fiddles  und  flutes,  bassoons  aud 
serpents,  led  the  souorons  oldfajrue 
tunes.  These  luncs  were  faithfully 
"sol  1'a-d"  iu  the  village  singiug 
school,  which  was1  itn  established  insli- 
tutiou  iu  ill  use  duys. 

Sunday    Schools,    an  iuDovatiou 
which  aroused   serious  debate, 
inaugurated  in  the  first  years  of  lho 
ceutury,  but  were  held  only  in 
on  nccouut  of  lho  cold,  the  meeting 
bouses  having  no  stoves  until 
1826.    Tho  Biblo  and  cntcchism  were 
the  only  text  books,  question  books 
being  lUtroduced  much  late?.  Revivals 
were  not  iofrcqueut,  aud  were  styled 
Reforms  tiuus.     Missionary  mortiugs 
und  cmiiributions  had  scarcely  become    k, , 
it  part  ofdiiirch  work,  hut  now  anil  j ! ^ifed^^iffiSi.- . 
theu  in  tbi  first  years  of  the  century,  rtif'^**'eSu 
aroiitribmitin  wastakeu  up  in  uhurcli  j^J*^-, .  ' 
for  the  ransom  of  some  traveller  or  tiib"|nnu1el5g0  '^""<^ 


Christmas  and  Easter  were  net  ob- 
served, (s  hades  of  the  Puritnns  forbid) 
aud  the  Cburcb  Fair  with  ils  attend- 
ant iniquities  was  unknown.  Vnstor- 
ates  were  long  and  ordinntious  there 
lore  infrequent:   hut  when  perhaps 
once  in  fifty  years  one  did  occur,  it 
ss  an  impressive  nffair. 
A  graud  diuuer  was  spread  iu  all 
the  principal  houses  of  the  village,  to 
which  the  people  for  miles  about  were 
:pccted  to  sit  down,   without  cost. 
Surely  iu  kindly  hospitality  we  might 
well  imitate  our  ancestors,  but  while 
me  their  virtues,  let  us  con- 
gratulate ourselves  that  there  is  less 
tyrnnuy  iu  the  home  and  the  school 
less  austerity  iu  the  church,  and  less 
intemperance  in  the  social  festivities, 
io  our  New  Englaud  of  to-  dny.

The  Cremation  of  the  future. 
It  Is  not  n  disagreeable  journey  on 
which  we  now  propose  lo  take  onr 
readers.  It  Is  to  witness  the  flual  dis- 
positiun  of  a  friend's  remains  in  tbe 
ideal  crematory  of  the  future — scieuce 
having  already  perfected  the  mechani- 
cal appliauces  necessary  in  conducting 
il  the  way  we  describe.  Our  friend 
has  died,  and,  through  the  usual  nu- 
nouueemeuts,  we  learn  that  tbe  last  rites 
will  be  performed  in  the  columharium 
at  a  given  hour.  Repairing  thither 
the  appointed  time,  we  first  pass 
through  n  grove  of  stntely  trees,  tbe 
soothing  murmur  of  whose  rustling 
leaves  gt  perce  nnd  qniet  into  the 
hearts  of  those  who  mourn  and  gathei 
to  pay  the  last  tribute.  Within  the 
grove  stauds  n  massive  huildiogof  gray 
masonry  whose  architecture  shows  no 
striving  after  ornamental  effect,  and 
whose  solid  proportions  give  n  sense  of 
eternal  permnnency.  A  tew  small  wi 
dows  in  the  simple  frieze  which  crowi 
Its  wnlls  do  not  destroy  this  effect,  and 
their  plain  stained  glass  clashes 
wise  with  the  harmony  of  color  between 
the  sky,  the  trees  and  the  gray  stone  of 
the  Temple  of  Rest.  About  the  Doric 
pillars  of  its  portico  green 
fondly,  as  though  they,  too,  would  do 
their  shore  in  robbing  death  of  all  its 
hideousness.  To  this  plnce  loving 
hands  have  borne  the  body  of  our 
friend.  No  coffin  lends  its  horror  to 
the  journey  from  this  earthly  home  to 
here,  where  eternal  sleep  awaits  him. 
A  flower  strewn  bier  gives  poetic  car- 
riage for  this  short  and  final  jouruey. 
Entering  the  broad  portal,  the  soft, 
deep  notes  ol  no  organ  charm  the  ear. 
Toe  eye  takes  in  a  most  imposing  sight. 
The  entire  interior  of  the  bntlding  is 
t>ns  Impressive  room,  with  walls,  floor, 
ceding,  all  of  white  and  spotless  mar- 
ble. 


Stanley  says  tbe  Isngth  of  the  Con- 
go River  is  2100  miles,  nnd  that  tbe 
Mississippi  and  thcNilc  together  would 
scarcely  equal  its  tribute  of  water  to  tbe 
ocean.

There 
are  spacious  lakes  also;  in  fact,  a 
known  aren  of  lake  waters,  iu  addition 
to  Lake  Tangaoiko,  of  30,000  square 
miles  in  extent,  which  will  prohohly  be 
Increased  to  upward  or  40,000  after 
more  deUuito  exploration.
